Paris, Dec. 7.— If President Castro 
of Venezuela comes to Bordeaux he 
will not be allowed to set foot on 
French soil until after he has offered 
a formal apology for the fashion in 
which he has flaunted France. 
This 
Until December 15 admission decision was arrived at by the cabinet 
at its meeting, but it was kept a se- 
•ret for tw-o reasons. 
First because 
it was suspected that Casiro would 
disembark at Santander, Spain, and 
second, because his physical condition 
may he such that humanitarian mo­ 
tives might render immediate care at 
a hospital imperative. 
But should he 
arrive at Bordeaux and his illness not 
be serious the cabinet has determined 
that some signal redress must be ex­ 
pected from the Venezuelan president 
for his ignominious expulsion of M 
Tatgny, the French charge d’affaires 
from that country in January, 1906.

Paris, Dec. 7.—If President Castro 
of Venezuela comes to Bordeaux be 
will not be allowed to set foot on 
French soil until after he has offered 
a formal apology for the fashion in 
which he has flaunted France. 
This 
decision was arrived at by the cabinet 
at its meeting, but it was kept a se­ 
cret for two reasons. 
First, because 
it was suspected that Castro would 
disembark at Santander, Spain, and 
second, because his physical condition 
may be such that humanitarian mo­ 
tives might render immediate care at 
a hospital imperative. 
But should he 
arrive at Bordeaux and hts illness not 
be serious, the cabinet has determined 
that some signal redress must be ex­ 
pected from the Venezuelan president 
for his ignominious expulsion of M 
Taigny, the French charge d’affaires 
from that country In January. 1906. 
Permission to land, therefore, will 
be made conditional upon, first, the 
dispatch of an official telegram of 
apology to the French government and 
after that the dispatch of telegraphic 
instructions to Caracas for the im­ 
mediate 
execution 
of 
the 
arbitral 
award In the matter of the French 
claims, which France asserts Castro 
has ignored.

7.—One 
week 
has 
passed since tho steamer D. M. Clem­ 
son, owned by A. B. Wolvln of Du­ 
luth, passed the Roo bound up from 
Lorain, O., on her last trip of the 
year. 
Her owners say that In ail 
probability she foundered in the terri­ 
fic storm that raged at the lower end 
of Lake Superior early in the week 
#r is stranded somewhere on the 
north shore. 
In either event her en 
tire crew of twenty-four men, includ­ 
ing the officers, rntmt have perished. 
No news of the big boat has been 
received since she passed the locks 
at the Soo. 
A vessel sighted Friday 
in shelter behind Grand island was 
believed to be the Clemson, but it 
proved to be the D. O. Mills, which 
arrived in port here Saturday after­ 
noon. 
The crew of the Mills brought 
no news of the missing vessel. 
Fearing 
that 
the 
Clemson 
was 
wrecked or in serious trouble so m e ­ 
where out of reach of help on the 
bleak north shore of Lake Superior, 
the Wolvin Steamship company has 
started out tues and small steam ves­ 
sels on a thorough patrol of the en­ 
tire north shore from Port Arthur to 
the Soo and from the Soo to Isle Roy­ 
ale. 
Every parsing vessel at the Son 
Is being questioned for traces of the 
lost boat and the search will he con- 
ifnned until the Clemson or her wreck 
age is found. 
The steamer Clemson is a first cla^s 
bulk carrier, built in Superior in 1903. 
Her gross tonnage is 5,531. 
She is 
449 feet long, has a 53-foot beam and 
is 30 feet deep.

: 8. R. Chamberlain is captain of the 
vessel. 
W. E. McLeod is mate and T 
J. McCoy chief engineer. 
All of the 
officers and most of the crew are from 
this city. 
No serious apprehen°lon was felt for 
the safety of the Clemson until the 
latter part, of the week. 
Other ves­ 
sels which passed the Soo last Mon­ 
day dtfi not reach port here until 
’thursday night and Friday morning. 
It was believed that the Clemson must 
•have sought shelter somewhere and 
was waiting for the stormy weather 
to subside before finishing her trip. 
Incoming vessels reported Friday 
that a boat, presumably the Clemson, 
was in shelter behind Grand island op­ 
posite Munising bay 
The owners of 
the Clemson took it for granted that 
the boat was safe. 
The arrival of the 
D. O. Mills exploded this theory aud 
the boat’s owners began to feel serious 
alarm. 
The Mills had taken shelter 
behind Grand island and had seen no 
trace of the Clemson. 
When wreckage was first discovered 
off Crispin point after the big storm 
the owners of the Clemson felt no an 
prehension owing to the fact that the 
wreckage consisted of a wooden pilot 
house and wooden hatches The Clem

Port au Prince, Hayti, Dec. 7.— 
Quiet prevails here although there 
were reports of threatening trouble in 
other towns in Hayti. 
General An­ 
toine Simon, commander-in-chief of 
the revolutionists, who entered Port 
au Prince Saturday at the head of an 
army of about 8,000 men, has issued 
a proclamation to the people and the 
army in which he assumed the title of 
chief executive, 
and 
declared 
that 
he would organize a provisional gov­ 
ernment, pending the assembling of 
the parliament. 
In his proclamation 
he made an appeal to the wisdom of 
the nation and the discipline of the 
army. 
The Cuban steam er Oteri has ar­ 
rived here from Kingston, having on 
board General Fouchard and thlrry 
other exiles. 
After lengthy negotia­ 
tions, General Simon agreed to permit 
General Fouchard to land, but stated 
that the others must remain on the 
steamer for another day. 
The two revolutionary leaders re­ 
mained together for some time at

headquarters, and 
after what proved to be a very amic­

meeting,

Simon 
pro­ 
claimed General Fouchard chief ex 
ecutive of the army, all the forts and 
the Hayden gunboats firing a sa lu te 
of twenty-one guns.

Pioneer Newspaper Man of Northern 
Minnesota Died Monday Morning 
at St. Joseph’s Hospital 
A. G. Bernard, of Cass Lake, died 
this morning at St. Joseph’s hospital 
after an illness of some months. 
On 
July 4th Mr. Bernard underwent an op­ 
eration in St. Paul but he did not mend 
and came to this city in August on the 
advice of physicians thinking that the 
change might be beneficial to him, but 
his condition became worse and on the 
24th of that month he was taken to the 
hospital in this city. His disease was 
cirrhosis of the liver. 
During all the 
time he was confined to his bed he was 
a patient sufferer and no word of com­ 
plaint escaped his lips. While he knew 
that his condition was serious and that 
under ordinary circumstances he would 
not recover he was cheerful and cour­ 
ageous to the last. 
He made a gallant 
fight for his life, but chances were 
against him and he passed away peace­ 
fully into the great beyond. 
A. G. Bernard was of English birth, 
the son of a British general and was 
56 years of age. 
He was one of the 
pioneer newspaper men of Northern 
Minnesota, having been engaged in the 
business at Grand Rapids, Walker and 
Cass Lake. 
When Cass county was 
organized and the town of Walker es­ 
tablished he started the Walker Pilot 
and was a prominent factor in the 
affairs of that county for some years. 
Later on he was interested at Cass 
Lake, but he disposed of his newspaper 
interests and went to Washington two 
or three years ago where he took up 
the matter of drainage and at the time 
of his death was secretary of the Na ! 
tional Drainage Association with head- j 
quarters in that city. 
He did much to j 
promote the interests of the association 
and had plans in view which he desired 
to see completed before his death. 
He 
was a member of Cass lodg^ of Masons 
at Cass Lake and his remains will be 
shippped to that place tomorrow where 
the funeral will occur under the auspices 
of his home lodge. 
He was also a 
member of Mt. Horeb Chapter, of 
Washington. 
During his illness he has been cared 
for by the local Masonic lodge here and 
by many kind friends, and to them Mr.
